C. Adoula, under heavy pressure, from 
elements of his government who want 
strong action against Katanga. Adoula ’s 
government, has stated it does not 
recognize the cease-fire agreement,^ 

and has ordered '^general mobilization” 
of the Leopoldvile and Thysville gar- 
risons. This is virtually meaningless, 
however, as these troops do nOt have 
the transport or supplies necessary for 
operations, and Adoula claims -he does 
not want civil war with Katanga.

No Sino-Soviet bloc country intends to initiate direct military 
action in the immediate future. 

Berlin - East Germany ; The East German regime appears to be enter- 
ing inperIoa'~or‘consoT^ intensifying sector and zonal border 

security and reinforcing its control of the pbjpulatioh. While minor re- 
sistance may continue, the regime has ample means to suppress any serious 
outbreaks . 

South Vietnam ; Communist guerrilla forces constitute an increasing 
Military threat and appear to intend to develop a major base of operations 
in the plateau area of central South Vietnam bordering Laos. 

Congo ; Although a cease-fire has been achieved in Katanga, the Fa - 
tahgan forces retain their superiority. Thus the position of the UN 
forces, lacking reinforcements, remains serious. Bloc propaganda has 
been urging effective UN action against Katanga, and Moscow doubtless 
will seize any opportunities to exploit the situation. 
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
